THE OLD WORLD. 
CONCEALING THE TREASURES OF THE VAT- 
LIBRARY. 

Lonpow, Oct. 12.—[{Speciai Cable Dispatch | 
to The Chicago Tribune. — There are reports 
at Rome that many private decuments re- 
ferring to the Papacy bave disappeared from 
the Vatican. It is feared that the Italian 
Government may take under its protection 
those treasures of the Holy See which have 
been collected with the people's money. To 
these treasures belong libraries containing 
more than 180,000 codes, 100,000 manuscripts, 
among them fifty-six Gospels in the Oriental 
tongues written, on scrolis. To meet the 
emergency the clergy are said to have been 
hiding, first, the archives of extraordinary 
ecclesiastical affal rs; second, the archives of 
the propaganda fine; third, the archives of 
the inquisition; and fourth, the archives of 
the Congregation of the Index Epurgatorius. 
These documents were once kept in the pal- 
ace of the Quirinal, but were transferred to 
the Vatican by a Papal emissary who per- 
suaded the commander of the Italian troops 
that the said documents were simply bap- 
tismal registers, etc., without historical 
value. Some of them are now well guarded 
in the old tower near Anagi. The letters of 
Pope Alexander VI. are still in the Vat 
ican, together with other papers which the 
Pope would never voluntarily place at the 


disposal ot the public. Many of these deeu- . 


ments are hidden on secret shelves in walls 
and behind other papers. 

A JOURNALISTIC SQUABBLE. 

An amusm quarrel has arisen between 
two distinguished men—M. John Lemoine, a 
political writer on the Paris Debats, and M. 
de Blowitz, Paris correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times. The former, elaborating a theme 
set by Mr. Labouchére, wrote of Missionary 
Shaw: | 
Tue pious man speaks of nething but food. 
He was given only bad soup, a wretched bit of 
meat, detestable coffee, gut uo tea, little Bor- 


deaux wine, of the same wretched quality as 
the meat—in a word, his menu was perhaps 


charged with the evangelizing of savares. 
This missionary raised the indignation of his 
hearers to the hicbest pitch in tetiing them that 
his wife was preveoted from seeing him. Cer- 
tainly a crvel trial, but really he should not be- 
come a missionary if be wants turtle soup, good 
roast meat, Chateau Lafitte, Mocha coffee, tea, 
cream, a seat at the table with his back to dhe 
fire, a good bed and pleasant dreams. When a 
man becomes a missionary he should not marry. 
Can you imagine one of our honest missionaries 
who go and get stoned, massacred, of eaten 
coming to us with complaints about the living 
he had to put up with in bis traveis and talking 
about the trials of his stomach? 

To this boutade the redoubtable Herr 
Opper Von Blowitz replies that the Debats is 
a singular paper, Lemoine a singular writer; 
he is a chartered libertine. “Unlike most 
men, says Biowitz, “Lemoine has grown 
more combative with age. So far from being 
sobered by the offer of a Brussels embassy 


and the acceptance of a Senatorship, he 


shows less sense of responsibility than ever, 
and feels himself bound to be smart. 
If a delicate difference arises between the 
French and English Governments he rushes 
in with his jibes, heedless whether he dam- 
ages friends or foes. Brought up, like many 
politicians of the day, in a school of opposi- 
tion to the Empire, he fails to accommodate 
himself to altered circumstances. He must 
hit out against somebody. Not being able to 
attack the present French Government, he 
makes an onslaught on England.“ 
This falling out of old friends has caused a 
painful feeling in political circles. 5 
THE LEEDS MUSICAL FESTIVAL. 
The fourth celebration of the Triennial 
Musici Festival established at Leeds is 
proving highly successful.
